Why Sir Auckland Chose McGill 

Not Whitehall 



Quite a few months iro it was announced that Sir Aucland Gcddes. Minister of National 
Service and Reconstruction for Great Britain, had accepted the offer of principalship of Mc- 
Gill. and would return to Canada to guide the destinies of that University in which he once held 
the Chair of Anatomy. The news of his acceptance spread at once throughout the Dominion, 
and thousands of graduates and undergraduates in' its every part celebrated the fact that one 
of the foremost statesmen in Britain would standat the helm of their Alma Mater, to carry on 
In an even greater measure the noble work of Sir William Peterson. 

As a result of the state of unrest, which to-day is at its climax in the Mother Country, Sir 
Aucland has been unable to relinquish his duties there, but will return to McGill at the earliest 
possible time, where, he believes, the greatest opportunity for national service lies. 

This announcement of his intention to Jake up the work here has been not a little puzzling 
to many, especially Englishmen, who cannot understand why Sir Aucland is exchanging McGill 
—a mere Colonial University— for Whitehall. It is amusing to note at this point what arc the 
impressions of the average Englishman concirning McGill. Sir Aucland tolls the story or a 
little incident which happened just after his decision was made public. One day a letter arrived 
from one or the newer English Universities wishing him all good things as he went to preside 
over the berth of a young Colonial University. "He had thought." he said, "of inviting his corre- 
spondent to contribute a poem to bo read at the forthcoming centenary of McGill, and they 
of McGill might in return contribute a prose oration to he read at the tenth anniversary of 
his English friend's university." English journalists on different occasions referred to McGill 
situated in Toronto and paragraphs were written on the palatial residence of McGill's principal 
and of bis salary of £6.000 per annum. "I do not," said Sir Aucland on this occasion, "picture 
to myself the governors or McGill plotting in a corner to thrust that sum on me." 

Mr. Bonar Law tells rrankly or his astonishment and disappointment that, with so good an 
administrative record to his credit and with the highest prizes or English political life within 
his reach Sir Aucland should turn them all aside and prefer the academic lire or a Canadian 
University. Both Lloyd George and he did their best to convince the Minister or Reconstruc- 
tion or the roily or his action, but they urged in vain. 

At a banquet given in his honor some time ago his English colleagues again urged him to 
reconsider his decision. "There are more big posts in this country than big men .to fill them," 
they said. "Be one of the big men and stay with us to do big things, not for one country and 
that a mere Dominion, but for this historic Motherland or Dominions, this new pulsating centre 
or the world's arrairs." 

Nothing is more characteristic or the sterling qualities of the man than the words in which 
he made reply to this appeal. They are Full or that earnestness, that sincerity or purpose which 
is so characteristic or him who stands at the head or Canada's leading university. "I do not be- 
lieve at the present moment," he said, "and in this I ask leave to differ rrom my right honorable 
friends, that anything in this country, not even in the Government, is or greater importance if 
we take a long view, than the work or education in Canada, ir I did not believe it to be or 
greater importance than the work I was doing or was likely to do here, I would, in spite or my 
inclination, have refused the offer or the principalship of McGill." 

"There is no factor more important for the rûture peace or the world than the develop- 
ment of good and cordial relations between the two great English-speaking peoples ôr the Unit- 
ed States and the British Empire. Canada is the key to that position, and Canadian universities 
because of their control over the flexible mind of youth hold that key, and or all these univer- 
sities McGill, because or its history and geographical position, is bound to be the most impor- 
tant. So I am glad to go to the very spot or all others which I believe to be the most impor- 
tant at the present time. In a short time I hope to be sailing back to Montreal to take up my 
.pork.-*! -my old University. Changes there will be in the University. Growth there must he. 
This is a time or reconstruction or our systems, and no university, no human institution, can 
ait placidly, serenely smiling Unless the serenity be the serenity of death. There must he 
changes; there must be growth, and we mean to aim high. There is no doubt that we are in 
the midst of events which must effect a movement or the centre or gravity or human affairs; 
how many degrees we cannot yet say, but it has moved. We cannot in Canada hope at present 
to rival in point of numbers and physical size our great southern neighbor, but we can and 
will, if we are true to ourselves, more than rival her in those things which arc or first impor- 
tance, the things of the intellect and spirit, in war these things have proved themselves justi- 
fied, and in peace and in history they are the only things that open pathways for the ascent of 



man. 



In these few and concise words McGill's new principal summed up the reasons for his de- 
cision. With such a leader and with the co-operation of every student, our Alma Mater cannot 
but vie with the very best university on this continent in those things or the intellect and spirit.

With thr- resignation of Lieut. -Col. 
J. c Uaa-ltlna, Mc<;iii has loat one of 
the moat prominent members of the 
FVusutty of Medicine, Dr. Mcokina, 
ivIki tuia already sailed for KnglAnd. 
WtU occupy the ChrlartUon ChsJr of 
Thcnipoutioa at Rdlnburgh l'nivcrs- 1 
tty. 

Col. Mrokms was overseas w»th Mû- i 
tlill (îenernl Hospital and won a brll- ; 
liant reputation, especially for research 
work in preventive medicine. He was ] 
mentioned In despatches several timtw 
and was promoted from the rank of 
major to the one he held on his return 
to Canada. 

After a promising study period. I>r. 
Menklns grnduattsl from McGili Uni- 
versity with tho class of Med. '(M. He 
devoted his Interest more to the mo- 
dlcnl fi.in to the SUrglcoJ sldu of the 
profcsxlon and specialized In pathol- 
ogy, physiology and medicine. As soon 
us he had graduated he was uppolnted 
house surgeon at the Koyul Victoria 
Hospital, a portillon which he held for 
two years. The next step was personal 
praotlec, whloh he took up in Mont- 
réal with groan success. He did not 
stop his research work In the labora- 
tories here, however, and was consid- 
ered one o/ the most valuable men 
there os a leoturcr on physical and 
preventive medicine.

The price of ment and pork In Mont- 
real to-dny varies according to tho 
locality In which It is purchased, and 
also, It Is said, according to the qual- 
ity of the article supplied. 

An Investigation of prices confirms 
the opinion that tho best advice to 
tho Intending purchaser la to study 
the prices of thoso who advertise, nnd 
then buy according "to tho purse." 

As for quality, the purchaser will 
have to be the Judge of that, as the 
various cuts of both pork and butcher 
meat can be displayed in a very tempt- 

difference In quality betw oen whif is 
sold In one shop and what Is sold In 
another. 

Tho retail figures of Toronto were 
quoted to butchers In various parts 
of the city, and, whlie the statement 
was mode that Toronto, prices were 
always lower than that of Montreal, 
yet, In somo of the commodities Mont- 
real merchant h were selling cheaper 
thun those of Toronto. 

Ham Cheaper Hers, 

Ham, for instanco is sold in Mont-! 
real stores, both uptown and down- 
town ut li cents per pound— a cent.' 
a, pound cheaper than In Toronto, but 
breakfast bucou Is from 7 to 12 cents' 
a pound dearer in Montreul than In 
Toronto, selling at 55 to 60 cents a 
pound, according to the locality pur-' 
chased In, while In Toronto the price; 
Is quoted as 48 cents, l^iln of pork ; 
Is 8 cents n jsiund cheaper in Mont- 
reul than In Toronto as here it sells) 
at 40 ecnta a pound, while Toronto;

Big Difference in Lard. 

Sausages are quoted here ut 15 cents!

j also 1 cents. The highest ever charged 
In the city f.ir beef tongue, now 35 
cents per pound, had been 40 cents.' 

No Big Demand. 

Kpcuking of butcher meat he snld' 
tin market hud been gradually drop- , 
ping for the )>ost month, but tbut on ac- 
count ot tho hot wenthcr there hud 
not been a big demand. Prime west- ! 
em beef hnd dropped 3 cents a pound 
wholesale, und retailers hud responded 
by di opplng prices 5 cents a pound. 
To-duy"s prices were round steak, 40 
.cents a pound, sirloin 45, i hank of 
beef to 16 cents, sirloin roast 45. 
porterhouse slenk 46, and ribs of beef 
30 to 4o cents, according, to cut. He 
also stated that there were no calls 
for front quarters, the demand being 
chiefly for sirloin and porterhouu.-. : 
and that this was tho reason prices 
were keeping hl;:h.
